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COMMENTS ON FINAL OFFICE ACTION 

Sir: 

In response to the final Office Action dated October 20, 2006, a Notice of Appeal is 
being filed concurrently herewith in order to have the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
reviewed by the Board of Appeals and Interferences. This paper is being filed in order to point 
out that the bases for two concerns expressed in the Office Action about formal matters have 
already been taken care of, so need not be included in the issues appealed. 

With regard to the comments about an Information Disclosure Statement (final Office 
Action, para. 4), the IDS filed August 3, 2006 is apparently being referenced. In the form PTO- 
1449 attached thereto, item 9 lists an International Search Report in a PCT application. This 
entry also includes an identification of the published version of the application, publication no.
